An Unwelcome Task, 

In a genera\ survey of the situation, 
the premier referred to the recon- 
structiOn of the government. He de- 
clared he would not have been justi- 
fied in taking the course he did in this 
regard under the pressure of outside 
influence or because of temporary em- 
barrassment, The task was unwelcome 
as could fal] te the lot of any man. 

After paying u tribute to his late 
colleagues, (Mr. Asquith claimed both 
for himself and his new colleagues the 
staunchest adherence of their réspec- 
tive political parties, He admitted the 
word “eoalition’ had not a pleasant 
flavor in the vocubulary of the history 
of British politics. Up to the last mo- 
ment he had not been without doubt 
as to how he could best respond to 
the call of public duty, 

Situatian Unparalleled, 

m ‘The situation was without parallel 
in our history,” the premier said. ‘The 
demand which it would make on the 
energies of the nation and on the pa- 
tience and foresight of the gover rn! 
ment and the confidence felt by the 
one in the other could not be measur- 
ed by any precedent, But our national 
policy remains unchanged—to pursue 
this War atany cost to a victorious 
issue,”

slowly and reluctantly, but in the end 
without goubt or hestitation that what 1 
Was necessary Was cuch a broadening , 
of the basis of government as would | 
remove even the semvlance of a one- 
sidedqwr party character, He contin- 
ued: ia!

Mr. Barnes said that a week before 
he left the Old Country a survey of 
the different employment bureaus in 
Great Britain had been made and it 
was found then that there was work 
for $3,000 more men, Machinists, 
boiler makers and helpers, drillers 
and platers, sheet-iron workers and 
copper smiths are needed. The 
average length of the working week, 
he explained, was from 48 hours lo 
O4 hours, but at present the men are 
working from 70 to 80 hours, Wages 
for machinists at the present time are
